King dedicates 
water supply project 


TAIF, July 21 — King Khaled 
Saturday dedicated the first phase 
of the Taif and Hada water pro- 
ject, a scheme costing SR330 mil- 
lion omder which water will be 
purified and pumped Ffrom 
Wadi Turabah and Wadi Arwa. It 
is one of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Water's largest projects. 

The ceremony was held at the 
site of the project in AJ-Mathna 
here. Minister of Agriculture and 
Water Dr. Abdul Rahman Ai- 
Shcikh spoke, as did Deputy 
Minster for Water Resources 
Abdullah Ai-Ghulaiqa. 

The King then unveiled a 
memorial plaque, and water 
began to flow. 1 

The Matbna plant, associated 
with the overall scheme, took 30 
months to build at a cost of SR330 

million, ft will handle five millio n 
gallons of water at a cost of SR30 
millio n- ft will handle five millio n 
gallons of water a day. 

The project was made necessary 
by the increasing numbers erf 
summer visitors to Taif and Hada 
and the increased population of 
the area. The nearest reliable 
water sources are in Wadi 
Turabah, 110 kilometers to the 
south. 

Became Wadi Turabah is lower 


than Taif and Hada, pumping sta- 
tions and six reservoirs will lift the 
water along a 200 kilometer 
pipeline. There is a reservoir near 
both Taif and Hada.

U.K. envoy reportedly 
supports PLO state; 
asks Arafat for post 


BEIRUT, July 21 (AF) — Bri- 
tain’s ambassador to Lebanon, 
Benjamin Strachan, was quoted 
Saturday as saying a Palestinian 
state will become a reality in the 
Middle East after the 1980 ■ 
UA presidential elections. 

He also was quoted as asking 
Palestine Liberation OtgaoizatioD - 
Chairman Yasser Arafat to accept 
him as_ Britain’s first ambassador 
to the hoped-for independent 
state. Arafat reportedly obliged. 

The exchange occurred at a 
dinner party thrown for Strachan 
and his wife by a ‘"personality in 
Beirut” on friendly relations with 
Arafat, the independent Paris- 
based Arabic langnag^ magazine 
“AH-MostakbaT reported. 

The ambassador laughed and 
„ “no comment” when asked 
.about the report He said the 
“no comment” covered every part" 
of the story. 

If the report is true this would 
be the le first time that a British 
ambassador in Beirut had met the 
Palestinian leader as far as is publ- 
icly known. 

Britain does not recognize the 
PLO although ^ organization 
has a representative office in Lon- 
don. 

“Al-MostakbaT did not iden- 
tify the dinner host who allegedly 
arranged the Arafat-Strachan 
meeting. But reliable sources 
identified the host as Walkl Jumb- 
latt, head of Lebanon's leftist 
Progressive Socialist Party. Jumb- 
latt was not accessible for com- 
ment 

The magazine quoted the 
ambassador as saying he wished to 
speak to Arafat to ‘"thank Him for 
the protection we had as an 
embassy and a co mmuni ty in 
Amman daring the 1970 events.” 

Strachan was Britain’s ambas- 
sador to King Hussein's court 
when the Jordan- Palestinian war 
broke out in 1970. 

The magazine said the host 
immediately telephoned Arafat's 
headquarters in Beirut and 
relayed Strachan’ s wish to meet 
. him. Arafat reportedly joined the 
dinner party 30 minutes later. 

After expre ssin g his gratitude 
for the embassy protection in Jor- 
dan, Strachan asked Arafat if 


there was any message be could 
relay to his government in Lon- 
don, “ Al-MostakbaT’ repotted. 

Arafat was quoted as giving this 
answer: 

""Events confirm thajt the 
United States still depends 
entirely on Britain’s advice 
regarding the Middle East. Why 
doesn’t your government advise 
the United States to recognize the 
PLO and enter into an open 
dialogue like the meeting I had 
earlier this month with Bruno 
Kreisky and Willy Brandt?” 

According to “Al-MostakbaT’, 
Arafat stressed that any dialogue 
with the United States should be 
held publicly, not secretly, 
‘"because I don’t trust America 
and its promises. The Americans 
have lied to us more than once.’' 

Arafat was quoted as saying 
when Henry Kissinger was secret- 
ary of state, ""He sent me a Letter I 
gtiii keep nw as chair- 

man of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. This oonsituted a 
recognition of the PLO but Kis- 
singer later t fenfed the affair.” 

Arafat then said “As for Bri- 
tain, we don’t want it to follow 
Austria’s suit. But we want it at 
least to be like Belgium.” 

Neither Arafat nor the 
magazine explained what Arafat 
meant by like Belgium but the 
PLO has recently been referring 
to Belgium as a neutral European 
state on the Arab- Israeli co nflic t. 

“Al-MostakbaT’ then quoted 
'Ambassador Strachan as saying: 

“First, I am confident that the 
Pales tinian state will become a 
reality. Second, I am certain this 
state will not become a reality 
before America's next presiden- 
tial elections. Third, I personally 
respect Kreisky’s initiative and 
consider it an act of utmost cour- 
age. Fourth, I totally denounce 
Israeli attacks on southern Leba- 
non.” 

The ambassador reportedly told 
Arafat, “Mr. Chairman. I want a 
promise from you. As from this 
moment, I want you to accept me 
as Britain's first ambassador to tiie 
independent Palestinian state.” 

“Id Jerusalem, of course," 
Arafat reportedly said. 

“In Jerusalem,'' said Strachan. 

“I promise,” Arafat replied.

West German court jails 
alleged PLO commandos 


STRAUB IN G, West Germany, 
July 21 (R) — Two alleged Pales- 
tinian commandos, the first to be 
tried in Wes Germany were sen- 
tenced Friday to two and a half 
years in prison for planning bomb 
attacks in tins country. 

Chief Defendant Muhammad 
Hamade, 35, and his accomplice. 
Salim Sejaan, 31, had 40 kilog- 
rams (90 pounds) of explosives in 
their hired car when detained at 
the West Germ an- Austrian bor- 
der on April 23. 

Hamade, who said he was a 
lieutenant in the fighting wing of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization -(PLO)l admitted the 
charge of preparing a bomb 
attack. 

But he said the explosive was to 
have been used in Israel not West 
Germany. He said his task was to 
ship it out to guerrillas in Tel Aviv 
as part of a plan to seize hostages 
in a hotel there. 

The prosecution claimed that 
the explosive was intended to 
blow up oD depots and refineries 
in West Germany, and demanded 


prison sentences of over four years 
on ‘the men and on two others 
accused of the same offense. 

The others were Iranian stu- 
dents Muhammad Zahedi and 
Rida Musawi. 

They were cleared of the bomb 
charge but sentenced to four 
months in jail for illegal entry into 
West Germany and possessing 
forged passes. 

, Both students were arrested on 
the West German- Dutch border 
three days after the detention of 
Hamade and Sejaan. 

Hamade is a Lebanese bom in 
Haifa. Sejaan is also Lebanese. 

Hamade said in court the explo- 
sives had been given to him by a 
Lebanese publisher in Vienna and 
hidden in boxes of sweets. 

The prosecution said police 
found in his car a radio receiver in 
which nine false passports were 
concealed, and a miniature listen- 
ing device. 

A police witness testified that 
the fingerprints of all four accused 
had been found on the explosives 
and the passes. 


BOMMERSVIK, Sweden, July 
21 (R) — Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and Israeli Labor 
Party I . Ba de r Shimon Feres disag- 
reed sharply Friday over whether 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
tzation (PLO) could ever play a 
role in Middle East peace negotia- 
tions. 

“Shimon Peres feels that the 
PLO will never be suitable part- 
ners for negotiations. My belief is 
that the time will come when they 
will be,” Kreisky said. 

He was speaking to reporters 
after a closed session of a Socialist 
International conference here at 
which he reported on his recent 
talks in Vienna with PLO 
Yasser Arafat. 

Peres, a former Israeli defense 
minister, told the same press con- 
ference, “Arafat is not a socialist, 
nor a democrat, nor a person who 
offers peace to the region.” 

Both men declined to describe 
the tone or content of the deliber- 
ations Friday, but Kreisky said, 
“Between Mr. Peres and me there 
will be no quick changes in 
attitudes” 

Israeli sources said they feared 
that Kreisky would recommend at 
the next formal Socialist Interna- 
tional meeting in Lisboo in 
October that it should give the 
PLO observer status. 

Israel withdrew its Austrian 
ambassador for consultations 
after the Kreisky- Arafat meet- 
ings, also attended by Socialist 
International President Willy 
Brandt of West Germany. ' 

In their first e noun ter since 
Kreisky received Arafat in Vienna 
a fortnight ago, Peres shook hands 
with Kreisky but maintained his 
strong criticism. 

‘"It was wrong to invite a terror- 
ist leader. I hope we will not have 
to leave the Socialist Interna- 
tional," Peres stated. 

“It is nothing personal against 
Kreisky. We will talk and I will 
argue very strongly with him. I 
hope we will come to the terms, 
but on my terms” Peres added. 

Kreisky said he had become 
rather tired of the reaction to his 
meeting with Arafat although it 
was expected. He said he had no 
regrets and revealed that he main- 
tains continuous contacts with the 
PLO leader. 


“We see things from completely 
different standpoints and I think it 
will be hard to reconcile them 
although I understand his posi- 
tion. But peace must be created in 
the Mideast within reasonable 
time to avoid a new major con- 
flict,” Kreisky responded. 

The Austrian chancellor is the 
only head of government among 
the Social Democratic leaders 
gathered here. At the previous 
Socialist International meeting in 
Stockholm in 1975 there were tea 
'premiers present. 

Two Social Democratic 
spokesmen for the victorious San- 
dinista movement in Nicarag u a 
appeared before the Socialist 
International leaders — among 
them Francois Mitterand of 
France, Felipe Gonzales of Spain 
and Mario Soares of Spain — to 
plead their cause. 

Lebanon papers 
see U.S. plot in 
Strait of Hormuz 

BEIRUT, July 21 (R) — Two 
Lebanese newspapers suggested 
Friday thata U.S. warning of poss- 
ible tanker hijackings in the Mid- 
dle East might be intended to 
cover up plans for American 
military intervention in the area. 

The Arab nationalist daily 
“Al-Uwa" asked in an editorial: 
“What is behind the American 
warning to oil tankers which cross 
the Hormuz Strait of a possible 
commando, operation on Mon- 
day, anniversary of the July 23 
revolution in Egypt..?” 

Earlier this week die United 
States warned tankers and other 
ships to be on the alert for a poss- 
ible hijacking attempt in the Strait 
of Hormuz next Monday. The 
40-mile wide strait between Iran 
and the Gulf is one of the world’s 
busiest shipping lanes. 

“‘Is this warning meant to have 
the way for a certain American 
action, such as sinking an oil 
tanker for example, and blaming 
this on the Pales tinian comman- 
dos, so that the U.S. may justify 
intervening against oS states on 
the pretext of safeguarding ofl 
flow to the West?" the newspaper 
asked

Rhodesian soldiers kill 183 
members of auxiliary forces 









SALISBURY, July 21 (AP) — 
Zimbabwe Rhodesian Security 
Forces in two battles Friday killed 
383 auxiliary black soldiers loyal 
.to both Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa and his chief political 
rival, the Rev* Ndabaningi 
Shhoie. 

The military command said the 
men were slain in an effort by reg- 
ular troops to crush banditry by 
the irregulars. 

Sithole’s Zimbabwe African 

National Union Party charged 
that at least 100 of its supporters 
were arrested during the day 
marked by police swoops on 
ZANU auxiliary camps, officials* 
homes and the headquarters of the 
patty in Salisbury. 

Sithole’s own house in the work- 
ing class suburb of Waterfall here 
also was searched by police, 
ZANU Press Secretary James 
Ovova said in .a statement. 

The crackdown on ZANU fol- 
lowed the party’s refusal to fin its 
12 elected seats in the 100- 
member National Assembly, the 
legislative arm of the government 
under Bishop Muzorewa. 

ZANU charges the April elec- 
tion was rigged in favor of 
' Muzorewa' s United African 
National Council, which now 
bolds 44 seats. Whites fill 28 and a 
breakaway UANC faction led by 
James Chikerema Seven. 

The official communique dis- 
closing the deaths of the 183 said 
Security Forces had “today car- 
ried out an exercise to regroup 
elements of the Security Force 
auxiliaries in eight different areas 
for retraining and reorientation.” 

- The military sweep of the eight 
unspecified areas followed 
“reports and complaints from the 
tribal areas that some security 



forces auxiliary groups were 
intimidating them and operating 
in Mafia type gangs.” 

There was no resistance by aux- 
iliaries in six of the areas. The 
forces were raised last year as part 
of the overall Security Forces, but 


with two separate units loyal 
either to Sithole or Muzorewa. 

In two areas, the communique 
reported, clashes between gov- 
ernment regular troops and aux- 
iliaries left 183 auxiliaries dead. 

Four Security Force men also 
died in the fighting. “In any 
sc mi- military organization it is 
essential to maintain discipline 
which had badly deteriorated in 
some security force auxiliary 
detachments,” the communique 
said. 

“The ill-disciplined groups con- 
cerned embraced both UANC and 
ZANU oriented persons, though 
the latter faction were in the 
majority.” 

“This situation has been a fes- 
tering sore for some time. Tribes- 
peopie were being terrorized by 
gangs who were nothing more 
than bandits and it was felt that the 
situation had to be corrected 
before any amnesty campaign 
could be launched.” 

Hie auxiliaries of both leaders 
was seen as a key to inducing guer- 
rillas loyal to Patriotic Front co- 
leaders Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe to lay down their 
arms and join in Muzorewa’ s 
black-led government. 

Police were probing several 
murders “ and other serious crimes 
alleged to have been committed 
by the groups,” the communique 
said. In the vast majority of areas 
the Security Force auxiliaries have 
earned out their tasks extremely 
well and have lived up to their 
name of Pfomo Revanhu (fear of 
the people — as the units are 
known). This operation will result 
in a more efficient and better dis- 
ciplined auxiliary force capable of

Jakarta amasses 
aid for victims 
of tidal wave 

JAKARTA, July 21 (AF) — 
The Indonesian government 
assembled tons of rice, ckrtitmg 
and medical supplies Saturday for 
shipment to survivors of tiie tidal 
wave that left more than 155 dead 
on the remote island of Lomblen. 

Hanin Alrashid, chief of 
Indonesia’s Department for Social 
Assistance, said the aid would 
leave by boat because there are no 
roads to the disaster site, which is 
east of Flores in tiie Lesser Sunda 
Islands group. 

The tidal wave strode early 
Wednesday when most of the 
islanders were asleep. The roaring 
waters were several yards high and 

swept ashore as far as 150 meters, 
destroying houses, ■farms, trees 
and anything else that stood in 
their way. 

The tidal wave struck so fast 
there was no time to round a warn- 
ing, and poor communications 
were responsible for the delay in 
learning of the disaster ^As a result 
the first relief teams arrived on the 
scene nearly eight hours after- 
ward. 

Other villagers in the area have 
been moved to sa fer districts and 
temporary shelters have been 
provided for them. 

Indonesia’s Meteorological and 
Geophysical Department said it 
had monitored no unusual Earth i 
movement before the tidal wave, j 
but that it could have been caused 
by the eruption of an underwater 
volcano, a typhoon or an earth- 
quake. 

There are several volcanoes on 
Lomblen Island, and one is said to 
be active. Villagers in the area said 
they saw a volcano rise from the 
sea near the island five years ago, 
but that it disappeared a" few 
months later. 

- The Krakatoa Volcano, about 

160 kilometers west of Jakarta, ( 
has been rumblhjg for the past five 
days, spewing small stones and hot 
sand into the air, touching off tre- 
mors in nearby coastal areas and 
causing the seawater to heat and 
hiss. | 

Krakatoa last erupted on in the 
late 1800s, touching off giant tidal 
waves that killed 36,000 people in 
the greatest volcanic explosion in 
recorded history. There was no 
indication Krakatoa was respons- 
ible for - the latest disaster.

WELL DONE 


The announcement that Saudi Arabia is once again appoint- 
ing an ambassador to the Netherlands means that relations 
between the two states should now progress from “coof ’ to 
“normal” after a long period of strain. 

Like other Arab states, the Kingdom was deeply offended 
by the. position taken by the Dutch government in the 1973 
Middle East war; Instead of supporting the Arabs' right to 
liberate their lands, the Dutch government described the 
Arabs as aggressors. 

It was a far cry from the sympathy extended to the Dutch 
people by the Arabs during their resistance to Nazi occupa- 
tion. 

Even taking into consideration the influence of Zionism in 
Dutch political circles, the government* s statements in 1973 
were intolerably offensive. 

Understandably the Arab states reacted to it by clamping an 
ofl embargo on the Netherlands, and Saudi Arabia withdrew 
its ambassador to The Hague. 

But the Kingdom, hoping that the Netherlands’ Middle 
East policy would one day become more even-handed, did not 
demand the withdrawal of the Dutch envoy in Jeddah. 

The day of that new policy appears to be coming. The Dutch 
have stepped up their efforts to trade with the Kingdom, 
sending technology and advisers for a host of projects here 
and sending .an entire ship to Saudi Arabia early this year as a 
floating trade fair. 

More recently, the Netherlands government has emphas- 
ized its agreement with the view of the European Economic 
Community on the Middle East, and said “the acquisition of 
territory by force” was inadmissible. A far cry, indeed, from 
its earlier position that said in effect that the Arabs had no 
right tojtry and liberate their lands. 

Arab 'countries and Muslim states have begun to assess their 
relations with other countries on the basis of those other 
states' position on the Palestinian tragedy. 

Thus it was refreshing to hear Dutch Foreign Minister van 
der Klaauw acknowledge in May that “the Palestinian prob- 
lem forms the crux of the whelp question and only when this 
question is solved will a comprehensive and lasting peace be 
achieved.” 

Van der Klaauw told a Dutch radio audience that, “when 
you have traveled through the Middle East and you have seen 
the refugee camps I think that everyone will say we have to 
solve that problem.” 

Quite a change from the days when the Arab liberation 
armies were stigmatized as aggressors. Well done. 


Beit Furik, a village 
of landless farmers

BEIT FURIK, Occupied Territory — 

For centuries, the Palestinian formers of Beit Fnrik have maA» 
the two- hour donkey ride from their hillsi de village in the SamaHan 
ridges down to the Jordan plains to plant corn, wheat and barley. 

“We were bom like that. Our fathers used to do tins,'’ said 
Ahmad Assad Johar, who for most of his 70 years has made the lo ng , 
hot journey to the village tucked in the hilly Jordan rift. “If s aD we 
know how to do." 

. But because of the harsh realities of war and occupation, the 
6£00 residents of Beit FUrik have discovered that fanning the valley 
is not all they know how to do. They have become construction 
laborers, carpenters, plasterers, jitney taxi dri v er s and auto mechan- 
ics, occupations that a dozen years ago seemed as remote to most 
villagers here as the mysterious and unseen Jewish state on the other 
side of die Sbomron Hills. 

Beit Furik, typical of rural Palestinian villages occupied when 
the Israeli axmy rolled across the West Bank during the 1957 war, is 
becoming a community of landless farmers. 

It is a forming village without forms, gropi n g tentatively and 
reluctantly toward a non-agrarian economy but dinging to the hope 
that the political winds will shift and they can return to the simple, 
unchanging way of life they had for generations. 

Villagers and their council headmen interviewed in Beit Funk 
say they have lost 1,800 acres of cultivated land since 1967 as a result 
of expropriation for the Mekhora Jewish settlement about eight 
miles east of here, and that another 2,500 acres has been “doseScT by 
the military government in anticipation, of e xp r op riation, meaning 
that the fanners are not allowed to tiD the land or graze their sheep on 
it. 

By their own acco un t in g, that is nearly two-thirds of the farm- 
land owned by the villagers of Beit Fnrik. 

As with most West Bank forming villages, Beit FUrits farmland 
; ties in the cnltivatable plains of the Jordan rift. 

Village elders said that Beit Furik farmland historically has been 
divided into 96 shares, with each of the village's four major families 
owning 24 shares. The families are the Nasasserh, El Harmani,- 

Khatetbch and Imletaf famiHe x Tliw Haj Mnhamn mH rfan rtf Mnlrh- 

tar Hussein Ahmad Jaber owns an additional share. 

Jaber said that soon after the 1967 war, Be it Furik farmers were 
told by the Israeli militar y governor to stop fa rming the land in the 
rift, and that soon after that a NAHAL, a paramilitary settlement, 
was constructed by the Labor government. It later became a civilian 
settlement 

About 10 Beit Furik formers, meeting recently with a reporter, 
explained in elaborate detail the immediate economic impact of the 
land seizure. 

The farmers recalled that most of the yield was consumed loc- 
ally, and that the lowland fa rming, coupled with their livestock and* 
some cultivation in plots near tbe village, was enough to sustain Bert : 
Fnrik economically. They said that very few of the village’s men had 
traveled to Nablus, about five miles west, to find work. 

Now, according to Mukhtar Jaber, approximately 800 laborers 
from Beit Ftarik go to Nablus or into Israel to find work. Scores of 
other villages have left Beit Ffcrik altogether, moving to Jordan and 
other Arab states in search of jobs. 

Muhammad Hamed Saleh rummaged through the pfle of old 
deeds and said, his voice cracking with emotion, “When I go there 
(the Mekhora settlement) and see the Israelis cultivating my lunrf. I 
feel like Fm going to ‘go mad. If I the power to take the life of 
those who took my land, I would do It" 

Ahmed Assad Johar, the oldest, cut him off. 

“Listen. Tm an old man. I lived through Turkish and British 
occupation, and now the Israelis. AH my life F ve lived in occupation. 

“During the British occupation we had better times, but there 
■ was chaos. But the Israelis, they did the worst thing of alLThey try to 
make ns strangers to our land," Johar said, as the elders and Mnkh- 
tars looked at their watches and rose in unison to go to Bdit Funk’s 
mosque for norm prayers. (WF) 



A death in Washington causes ripples

SANTIAGO, Chile — 

The United States and Chile appear 
headed for a diplomatic showdown overlhe 
foihrre of Chile to prosecute three military 
officers indicted in Washington in the 
bombing death of exile Orlando Letelier. 

The crisis, should it come, would have 
serious consequences m Santiago. 

U.S. Ambassador George Landau, who 
recently returned here after two weeks of 
consultation in Washington, is known to 
have brought back a dear from 

President Jimmy Carter, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and congressional leaders with 
whom be met: 

Either the evidence gathered by a federal 
grand jury in Washington is nsed to prose- 
cute the three Chilean officers or the United 
States will institute reprisals a gainst Chile. 

Although specific measures are a dosely 
held secret, and retaliatory actfou is likely to 
come in p rogres siv ely hardier steps, accord-, 
ing to close obse rver s of the U.S.-Chilean 
relationship. The United States might begin 
by recalling its military mission and, later, 
Landau, those observers said. 


Meanwhile, Congress could order milit- 
ary aid 'still “in tire pipeline*’ halted 
immediately, the observers add. Next. Con- 
gress might require H anks in the United 
States to make public reports on their loans 
to a step that could banks less 
willing to lend to tiuscountry. which is heav- 
ily dependent on foreign credits. 

“The United States is serious about this,*' • 
one U.S. official here stressed. “We are 
determined to demonstrate that terrorism 
such as the assassin ation of LeteKer wffl not 
be tolerated in tire streets of Washington,” 
What the Carter a dminis tration appar- 
ently is offering Chile in return for resolving 
the Letelier affair to U.S. satisfaction is 
complete normalization of economic and 
trade ties and improved political relation*.’ 
When he was in New York recently, Landau 
said that only the Letelier case stands in the 
•way of improved relations. 

Chile's supreme court wifi meet later tins 
month to hear the U.S. appeal of the court's 
earlier ruling that barred either extraditing 
the officers or putting them on trial. 

Informed sources indicated that, to 
satisfy U-S. demands, the court at least 


would have to order the men to stand trial 
here and agree that the evidence obtained 
in the United States is suffideift to serve as 
the, basis for prosecution. 

This would require the court to overrule 
its president, Israel Borqnez, who had ruled, 
the evidence was "tainted” because much 
of it came from Michael Townley, Letcher's 
ad mitte d assassin, who cooperated with 
U.S. authorities as part of a plea-bargaining 
agreement for a reduced sentence. - *ns‘ . 

A high Chilean official said his country’s 
investigation had been slowed because of an ' 
unwillingness by the FBI to give the mili tary 
investigator here information developed m 
the United States. This official also warned 
that retaliation by the Carter administration 
could lead to a decision by the military junta 
to tighten its authoritarian grip on the coun- 
try as well as to increased anti- Arne ricanism 
among government supporters and the 

militar y, 

“A solution to this matter is possible,” 
the Chilean said, “if only both sides have* 
good faith in one another.” '* \ 

The .problem is, after IS months, they 
don’t.

Oil alarms sound again, but will they be heard?

LONDON — 

The other day, when I was looking for something 
in- my files, I was interested to come across some 
articles I had written for “The Guardian” at the 
time of the second Arab Petroleum Congress organ- 
ized by the Arab League in Beirut in 1960. 

At the time, the problem facing the oil industry 
throughout the world was one of over-supply — a 
strange thought todays There was too much oil 
being produced and a few months earlier afl the 
major oil companies had announced price cuts. 
Fresh oilfields were being discovered in north 
Africa, west Africa, south America, tire Soviet 
Union. There was even the prospect, which seemed 
fanciful at the time, of oil beinj'tnqduced in western 
Europe. Id Algeria a new pipeline had started to 
cany oil from Hassi Messaoud to the Mediterra- 
nean coast (production at Hassi Messaoud had just 
passed the level of 100,000 barrels a day) and 
further east in Libya another potentially important 
producer was attracting favorable interest in 
Europe because its geographical situation meant 
that Libyan oil, like that of Algeria, would be avail- 
able to Europe without the need to depend on the 
Suez Canal or the trans- Arabian pipelines. 

AD tins constituted good news for the European 
consumer — and bad news for the Middle Eastern 
produring countries who faced increasing competi- 
tion for the export markets on which they 
depended, with an inevitable further fall m the price 
of their oiL 

Looking bade from today’s very different situa- 
tion, it all sounds like a dream — and I remember* 
well the mixture of amusement and mistrust with 
which tire western oil men at that congress listened 
to the man whom they all agreed to be the outstand- 
ing figure present. He was Sheikh Abdullah Tariki, 
whom it became fashionable to refer to as the 


Abdnl-Nasser of the oil world and whom I 
described injone of my reports as “this new Saladin 
in a grey suit.” Whether either of these descriptions 
was an a p pro priate one or not,.tbere was no doubt 
about ilv impression that Abdullah made_ 

pD the congress, or abritat the enthusiastic following 1 
be won from ordinary people throughout the Arab 
world and beyond it in what we still n 9 cd to cafl then 
the under-developed coimtries. For his message, 
behind all the technical expertise on pricing (on 
which Tarflri produced a highly controversial 
paper) and his evident fam iliarit y with the details of 
an already very complex situation in the oil indus- 
try, was . simply this: that the producing countries 
must be treated as partners and given a larger share 
in makin g the decisions concerning the disposition 
of their principal resource, oiL 

“You hide things from us,” he told the represen- 
tatives of the international oil companies (for of 
corny this was long before the producing cou n trie s 
acquired a major share in the companies which 
exploited and marketed their oil). “You tell two 
different governments two different dungs.” When 
he was challenged about the accuracy, of the 'figures 
he had quoted, be turned the tables on the ofl com- 
pany delegates by saying that he had taken the 
flgmRS from their own company reports, adding 
that“we cannot accept anything you ten us without 
investigating it carefully” And finally, in a phrase 
of winch I said at the time that “because^ ite very 
simplicity it exploded like a firework in front of this 
sophisticated audience," Sheikh Abdullah told die 
massed ranks of Shell and British Petroleum, of 
Aramco and Standard Oil of California and Mobil 
Oil and the rest: “You treat us like children!” 

But just a month earlier a meeting in Baghdad 
had marked what was to be seen before long 3 s a‘ 
vital turning point for die oil industry and for the j 
relationship between the producers and the con- < 
snmeis erf oil. For at that meeting had been born the 


Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
OPEC, with the avowed aim of coordinating the oil 
policies of the member states. If the w e ste rn dele- 
gates who listened to Sheikh Abdullah in Beirut a 
few weeks later still -felt able to dismiss his daims — 
because the supply position still favored the ofl 
co m panies and complicated life far the producers 
— some of them may have suspected that time was 
on his side and that the days were almost past when 
they would be able to dictate the level of both 
supplies and {sloes without considering very care- 
fully the eff ec t their decisions would have on the 
welfare of the producing countries. 

As it tinned out, there was a long road to travel 
before the balance of power in the industry shifted 
decisively in the producing countries favor. "Ten 
years were to pass before OPEC really found its 
feet, and three more years after that before the first 
convincing demonstration, at the end of 1973, of 
the tremendous power that OPEC had at its dis- 
posal when it cared to nse ft. And now, nearly ax 
years after the earthquake that followed, with oil 
supplies and exports and prices all higher than ever, 
with long queues at the petrol pumps in Washington 
and with everyone suddenly galvanised into a fran- 
tic search fr)r alternative energy sources, how do we 
stand? 

What strikes me at once as I look at these faded 
newspaper cuttings from 1960 is that, while the 
nature of the immediate problems has changed 
(most obviously in the fact that instead of the I960 
glut we rfow have a shortage’ of oil), the underlying 
problem has noL Now, as in i960, the two parties to 
the oil business, the producers and the consumers, 
seem unable to work out a modus vtvanH which 
meets the requirements of both and which leaves 
neither of them uncomfortably vulnerable. 1 sus- 
pect that most of the responsibility for this lies with 
the West and tiiat if these western ofl men in Beirut 
in 1960 had paid more attention to what Abdullah 


Tarflri was saying, we might all be in a more"com-^“ 
fortable situation today — just as we should b & . • 
better off if we had followed the patient advice-.; - 
which Sheikh Yamani has been riving us since ' 
1973. j? 

But apportioning the blame is less important \haq 
trying to avert the consequences; and the coqseq*-' 7 ;.- 
ences, unless everyone concerned keeps his bead* 
could be very serious. Out of all the disagreeable' 
hems of news one sees in the newspapers these . 
days, what I like least are the repeated reports from 
Washington of contingency plans for American - 
military intervention in the event of any interrap- : 
tkm of oil supplies coming to thd West from foe . 
Middle East. When Dr. Kissinger first suggested 
so m e t hi ng of the sort five yeaxvdgo, most people 
came to foe conclusion that It wa?'a piece of rather 
dangerous bluff But recently seqior members of 
President Carter’s political and military establish- 
ment have taken up tbe same theme with a disturb- 
ing unanimity, the most recent being tire outgoing 
Am e r ican Chief of Staff, Gen. Bernard Rogers, and 
the Secretary for Defense, Harold Brown. Brown 
said on July 7 that the American u n it s coiAd be . 
moved in a matter of days into the oil-producing 
area of the Middle East and that the United States 
would certainly respond “to requests from the 
countries in that area tfiat may now or in foe future 
be concerned.” «• 

I like the retort of Mana al Oteiba, the miaiste? 
for oil of the UAE, who warned that if anyone tried 
to occupy the oilfields it would be easy enough to 
forestall the attempt and that “a book of matches 
can do it.” But I don’t like to picture the scene if that 
warning had to be put into effect. I only hope that 
Western leaders have learned to tat* spokesmen 
like Oteiba and Sheikh Yamani more seriously than 
they took Abdullah Tarflri nearly twenty years ago. 

I think they have — but I wish I felt sure, t?

like Suleiman Rashid, who 
.worked as a pearl-diver for 25 
years before taking a job in the 
mircBtry of electricity and water, 
most of those who demonstrated 
the crafts and tasks of pre-oil 
Kuwait are old now and had been 
difficult to find. Oil wealth began 
to modernize fife here only abo ut 
20 years ago; yet so thoroughly 
have the traditional ways disap-' 
peared and so completely have 
native Kuwaitis been absorbed 
into jobs in the government 
bureaucracy, that identifying the 
crafts and recruiting its practition- 
ers took on tbe p ropo r ti ons of a 
major investigation. 

“Once • the last city wall was 
demolished (in 1957), every thing 
disappeared, everything ch anged 
fast," says Kuwaiti archaeologist 
Fahad Wobaibi. “We don’t even 
know for certain, for instance, if 
pottery was made in Kuwait, even 
though we know it was imported 
from Basra (Iraq). Persia and A1 
Hasa.” 

The key td finding exhibitors 
was that in old Kuwait specific 
tasks were often carried out by 
particular families, who handed 
down their knowledge from gen-' 
eration to generation. It was by 
identifying some of these families 
that department of a n tiq uiti es 


perso nnel were able to trace and 1 
start paying salaries to those who 
took part in the first exhibition 
four years ago. Hus month there 
20 exhibits, with about 75. 
participants, and next year there 
should be even more. 

Also on tbe drawing board is a 

documentary film which will show 

in detail bow the old shqxs were 
built, how men wove the flowing 
doaks and women the bright gear 
for Bedouin tents and sad- 
dles, how gold was worked, where 
supplies came from and where 
products were sent 
Most important, said Wohaibi, 
is a scheme to employ Kuwaitis 
full-time at the seaside museum — 
actually a traditional house saved

Children watched the boatbuil- 
ders create models of Kuwaiti 
dhows, the kind that once took 
dates from Basra to Zanribar, car- 
ried gold to India and sailed in 
search of pearls. The models are 
works of art in themselves, plan- 
ned by the museum's resident 
master builder to precise specifi- 
cations. One miniature dhow with 
two sails unfurled — only three 
feet long from bow to stern — was 
lost by its yoqng “captain” on the 
beach near Seif palace, to be 
found sound and upri ght on the 
other side of Kuwait Bay. 

Tbe boats on display also indi- 
cated a way in which a future per- 
manent exhibition might help pay 
-for itself: models with price tags 
from KD 25 to KD500 were 
almost sold out by rimin g day. 

Kuwaitis once lived from die 
sea, and several exhibits showed 
just how. Besides Suleiman 
Rashid the pearler, two men sat 
with bamboo reeds from the land 
of the Marsh Arabs (in southeast- 
ern Iraq) and made the kindof fish 
traps that can still be seen off the' 



coast of Bahrain and Saudi 
Arabia’s Eastern Province. About 
half a dozen fishermen, including 
a father who was teaching the skill 
to his teen-age son, mended fine 
nets with twine from Taiwan. 

In another shady comer two 
men worked at a little- 
remembered bat vital craft from 
.the days when merchants ruled 
Kuwait : making packing cas es 
sturdy enough to withstand the 
long, rough sea voyage to the ports . 
of East Africa. 

“If we worked hard we could 
make a case like this (about 4 feet 
by 3 feet) in three days and sell it 
for half a dinar," said one of the 
men as he wove thick brown twine 
into a kind of checked quilt cover- 
ing for the box. 

“But we’re working slowly here . 


to show people how it was done. 1 
And the museum pays us much 
better,” he added. 

One of tbe most intriguing-dis- 
plays was a two-tiered contraption 
once used for sawing the wood to 
build ships. On the top tier, with 
the saw, Hassan Abas Sharrah, 
now retired, straddled a log which 
reached through the floor. 
Underneath, wearing s unglasse s 
and a black veil to protect him 
from the shavings, Abdullah Zin 
A1 Abadeen, now employed as a 
museum guard, held the wood,

“We worked from 6 a.m. to 6 
p.ra. with little rest, and might cut 
1 60 planks,” said Sharrah, indicat- 
ing a length from finger tip to 
elbow. “For this day’s work we 
were paid half a rupee" — ( about 
500 hallaiah). 

Today, making a living from the 
sea is easier and better paid, but 
few Kuwaitis are interested. They 


axe beneficiaries ot a welfare state 
created by oil wealth, and the old 
occupations are in the hands of the 
country’s new working-class: Per- 
sians, some Iraqis, men and 
women from the Indian sub- 
continent. 

Nobody wants to go back to the 
days when life depended on mas- 
tering the tasks demonstrated at

And, despite a double 
bogey on the second hole, he 
remained two strokes bade. 


He, too, shot a 75 and was at 

213, even par. 

Jack Nicklaus, the defending 
champion, actually closed up with 
a two overpar 73. Going into 
Saturday’s final round, he was at 

214, only three shots back. 

And he held that position 

despite his continued troubles 
over the difficult back nine, which 
plays into the teeth of the prevail- 
ing wind off the I™h Sea.

Most deals require only 
routine play for the best result 
to be achieved. However, 
situations sometimes arise 
where declarer must do 
something unusual in order to 
make the contract 

Take this deal where West 
leads a heart, won by East 
with the ace as dummy and 
declarer follow low. South 
finesses the ten on the heart 
return. West taking the queen 
and returning a heart to 
South's king. 

Declarer has seven winners 
at this point and needs two 
more. He plays a low spade to 


the ace and tries a dub 
finesse. When the queen wins, 
he is np to eight sure winners. 

South has now run out ol 
entries to dummy, and Ihs 
only remaining chance is to 
play the ace and another dub. 
He hopes that East was dealt 
either the K-x or K-x-x of 
dubs, in which case the 
contract will come home. 
Unfortunately, it turns out 
that East started with the K- 
10-8-4 of dubs and South 
finishes down one. 

Actually declarer can make 
the contract, but to do so he 
must make a somewhat rare 
play at trick one. He should 
drop his king of hearts on 
East's ace! If he does, he 
comes home safe and sound. 
The king play allows him to 
readi dummy twice 1 once 
with a spade and once with a 
heart) and take two dub 
finesses instead of one. 

When East plays the ace of 
hearts at trick one. South 
applies the Rule of Eleven — 
which tells him that East 
cannot have another heart 
that is higher than the dx. 
Playing the king on the ace 
therefore asscres a later entry 
to dummy that may prove 
vital. 

High cards are sometimes 
purposely sacrificed when 
there is a good reason to do so. 
This hand clearly calls for the 
king to be sacrificed. The hard 
part is to think of the play.

Firemen battling supertanker flames 


SCARBOROUGH, Tobago, 
July 21 (AP) — Firefighters and 
crewmen battled flames on the 
deck of a crippled oil supertanker 
Saturday while 30-meter pillars of 
fire raged out of control on a sec- 
_ond giant ship drifting in the 
Caribbean after the two vessels 
collided. 

Shipping officials said they 
feared an explosion aboard the 
second vessel, the Atlantic 
Empress, carrying 70.8 milli on 
gallons of highly flammable 
naphtha. 

An oil slick 35 kilomters wide 
drifted west from the two still- 
flaming ships and columns of 
smoke, towering thousands of feet 
into the sky, could be seen from 
more than 45 kilometers away, a 
reporter who flew over the vessels 
Friday said. 

The Empress, bound from the 
Arabian Gulf to Beaumont, 
Texas, collided in rain and fog 


Thursday night with the Aegean 
Captain, about 35 kilometers east 
of this Caribbean resort island off 
the coast of Venezuela. 

■ Crew members abandoned 
both ships and searchers con- 
tinued to comb the shark and 
barracuda-infested waters for 27 
missing seamen. 

Alfred Warner, local agent for 
the owners of the 292,660-ton 
Atlantic Empress — Sun enter- 
prises of Pireaus, Greece — said 
26 persons were unaccounted for 
from his vessel’s 40- member 
Greek crew. The captain, two 
officers and the wife of a third 
officer were hospitalized here. 
The woman's husband and 13- 
year-old son were listed among 
the missing. None was identified. 

Also Hospitalized was a 
steward from the Aegean Captain, 
which reported one sailor, Romel 
K liman, a 33-yeaf-old Indian 


engineer, missing out of a crew of 

35. 

Some of the seamen told repor- 
ters they jumped into flaming seas 
and swam for their lives under 
patches of burning ofl after the col- 
lision, then waited as much as 12 
hours for rescue by a flotilla of 
coast guard and private vessels. 

Reporters who flew over the 
ships said it appeared the Aegean 
Captain, heading east, had ram- 
med the westward- bound Atlantic 
Empress amidships. 

A team of firefighters from the 
Trinidad and Tobago Coast 
Guard went aboard the Aegean 
Captain Friday night, along with 
its captain and some crewmen, to 
try to battle flames that engulfed 
the bow. At the same time, the 
ocean-going tug Olympic took the 
ship in tow and the two vessels, 
linked stern- to-stem by about 150 
meters of cable, headed north, 
away from the sparkling white

Desai, 83. resigned as prime 
minister last Sunday after a revolt 
within his own ruling Janata Party 
but has refused to step down as 
leaderof the Janata Parliamentary 
Party (JPP). 

He has urged the president to 
call on him , as the leader of the 
largest party in parliament, to 
form another government 

But Reddy appears reluctant to 
take this step in view of the grow- 
ing disenchantment within 
Janata against Desai and his 
refusal to make way for the other 
main contender — Deputy Pre- 
mier Jagjivan Ram, 71 -year-old 
leader of India's 100 million Hari- 
jans (untouchables). 

By bolding on to the party lead- 


ership, Desai has effectively 
blocked Ram from making his bid. 

Reddy could also dissolve parli- 
ament and call for new elections if 
be feels that no single personality 
is capable of forming a stable new 
government. 

The leadership tussle between 
Singh and Chavan increased the 
uncertainty over the opposition 
attempts to form a long-delayed 
new government. There was still 
no indication whether they had 
succeeded in lining up sufficient 
support from other groupings.

Naphtha the Empress’s highly 
flammable cargo, is a product of 
the partial distillation of crude ofl 
and can be further distilled into 
gasoline and aviation fuel. 

The 210,257-ton Aegean Cap- 
tain reportedly carried a full cargo 
of light crude oil. It picked up the 
fuel at an oil transit port on the 
Dutch Caribbean island of 
Bonaire, 800 kilometers west of 
Tobago, and was headed for Sing- 
apore.

Halt to Korea pullout 
seen reassuring U.S. 


allies in Asia, Japan 


SEOUL, July 21 (R) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's two-year 
freeze on the withdrawal of U.S. 
ground troops from South Korea 
amounts to an indefinite post- 
ponement of the pullout plan, a 
South Korean foreign ministry 
official said Saturday. 

Carter said Friday he took the 
decision to deter North Korea’s 
forces from attacking and to give 
South Korea tune to put its ground 
defences in order. 

The timing and pace of any 
future withdrawal would be re- 
examined in 1981, Carter added. 

"It means, in fact, that the 
United States has postponed inde- 
finitely or virtually dropped the 
troop pullout," the South Korean 
official said.

KEY BISCAYNE, Florida July 21 (AP) — With thousands of 
chunks of pipe, plumbing fixtures, concrete, wood and dirt, Neil 
Mergler is hoping to cash in on Nixon nibble. 

One of the two ocean-front houses on the compound Richard 
Nixon used as Winter White House was bulldozed by its new owner 
recently. And Mergler says he bought what was left for an undis- 
closed price that he put at "10 times what I expected." 

Mergler says he plans to turn the rubble into paperweights, 
plaques and pen and pencil sets. He hopes there are those who will 
pay up to ten dollars for the "memorabilia.'' 

Indeed, Miami attorney Frank Diaz says he wants one of Nixon' s 
kitchen sinks for his home and he will decorate it with a gold presi- 
dential emblem. 

The pile Mergler bought even contains some tapes — in tins case, 
soft background music. 


ROME. July 21 (R) — Italian 
Socialist leader Bettino Craxi, 
despite rebuffs from the dominant 
Christian Democrats, is going 
ahead with his two-week effort to 
form a government 

The Christian Democrats, who 
have led every Italian government 
since World War Q, Friday repe- 
ated their refusal to join a coali- 
tion with the Socialists on the 
terms offered so far. 

But they said they wanted to see 
full details of Craxf s policies and 
program. 

Craxi said he would spend 
Saturday and Sunday working on 
a document and would present it 
on Monday to the Christian 
Democrats and the minor parties 
of the center. 

Hie Socialist leader had been 
expected to give up after the first 


refusal. His chances of forming a 
government still seemed dim, 
although he evidently hoped to 
show that only an intransigent 1 
core of Christian Democrats is 
thwarting Him . 

Some cracks appeared in Christ- 
ian Democrat unity after the party 
secretary announced rejection of 
the Socialist offer on Thursday. 


"Even if the United States 
deckles to resume the withdrawal 
then (in 1981) all indications are 
that it will be a process spanning a 
long period of time and that it will 
be impossible for any American 
presidents to completely pull out 
all U.S. ground forces from this 
country,” the official added. 

Carter pledged during the 1 976 
presidential election campaign that 
he would withdraw all 32,000 U.S. 
combat troops from South Korea 
within four or fire years. 


The first batch of 3,500 were 
pulled out last year, but in Febru- 
ary, Carter halted the withdrawal 


Carter said Friday that his new 
decision would reassure U.S. 
allies. 

South Korea, Japan and other 
U.S. allies in Asia hare been con- 
cerned about the potentially des- 
tabilizing effect of the U.S. with- 
drawal. 

The South Korean government 
earlier described Carters latest 
decision as “very reasonable and 
timely,” and the mmn opposition 
New Democratic Party also wel- 
comed his announcement. 

Korean officials said the U.S. 
military aid to South Korea would 
continue despite the freeze on the 
Jroop withdrawal plan. 

Foreign Minister Park Tong-jin 
said in a statement that the deci- 
sion recognized the importance of 
maintaining security cooperation 
between the Korean and US. 
governments to prevent renewed 
war in the Korean peninsula. 

"It also reaffirms a firm UJL 
commitment to the security of 
South Korea," he said. 

In Tokyo, Japanese foreign 
ministry sources said the U.S. 
decision was in line with Japan's 
wish that the withdrawal would be 
carried out in a way which did not 
f hann peace and stability on the 
Korean peninsula.

The U.S. televison network 
quoted unnam ed officials as say- 
ing the combat-ready troops were 
sent to Cuba within the past 15 
days.

Thornton turned the $10,000 
check nervously in his shaking 
hand and stared with frightened 
blue eyes at the gaggle of reporters 
in the "Examined 1 offices who 
pressed him for comment on his ‘ 
fortune. 

"I'm glad it landed in my back- 
yard" managed the youth from the 
tiny town of Esperance in sparsely 
populated western Australia. 

Scientists from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administ- 
ration laboratories in Huntsville, 
Alabama, confirmed the find. 

“Examiner" officials declared 
Thornton the winner because be 
was the first person with Skylab 
fragments to reach the newspaper 
office within 72 hours after the 
craft crashed on July 11. 

Just as NASA could not predict 
exactly where _ or when the- 
doomed Skylab would plummet to 
the earth, the space agency had a
